Q-— W hen was the first Jewish Atone­ 
ment Day, and how long was it from 
the time of the exodus from Egyp t? 
(J. W. C.) 
Answer. -Tile children of Israel left 
Egypt on the 15th day of the first 
month, Nisau or April 15th (Exodus 
xii. 1-15, 41, 51). 
They traveled three I 
full months, arriving at ML Sinai, the 
fourth month of the year, July 15th 
(Exodus xix. I. 2). 
Three days were 
set apart for the sanctification of the 
people, and on the third day. July 
ISth, they were fully sanctified (Ex­ 
odus xix, 10-16). 
The first forty-day 
period of Moses’ experiences on Mt. 
Sinai, began the fourth month and the 
eighteenth day. July 18th (Deuterono­ 
my lx, 9-11. 15-17). Moses came down 
from the mount at the end of the 
forty days in tile fifth month and the 
twenty-eighth day, Aug. 28th. 
And 
when he had come down he found 
the people worshipping a golden calf. 
Tn hy* wrath he broke the tables of 
the Law, and burned the calf, and 
then asked “Who is on the Lord’s 
side?’ 
The sons of Levi responded 
by taking their stand with Moses, and 
the people were again sanctified by 
thc blood of those who were slain at 
that time under the directions ot 
Moses. 
This was accomplished in 
three days, the third day tieing the 
thirtieth day of the fifth month, Aug. 
30th (Exodus xxxii, 15-30; Deuterono­ 
my ix, 9-17). Moses ascended the moun­ 
tain the second time on the fifth 
month, the thirtieth day, Aug. 30th. 
He remained with the Lord for forty 
days, and came down in the seventh 
month and the tenth day, Oct. 10th 
(Deuteronomy x, I, IO; Exodus xxxiv, 
28. 29). 
Here it was, and on this oc­ 
casion, that Moses, with his face 
ablaze with glory, made atonement 
for the people by taking the blood of 
calves and goats, and sprinkling the 
books of the Law. and then all the 
people (Exodus xxxiv, 32-35; xxiv. 
3-8; Hebrews ix, 19 20). This was the 
first Jewish Atonement Day and oc­ 
curred just 176 days after they had 
left Egypt

LOSS OF LIFE AND PROP­ 
ERTY BY FLOODS. 


MAKING OF AMERICAN VIOLINS 


An Industry That Dates Back to Co­ 
lonial 
Days— Orders for Car 
Equipment Are Pouring 
Into Chicago. 


Special to the Democrat. 
Chicago, June 14.—Only the break­ 
ing of levees on the Mississippi river 
this year, with disastrous results, pre­ 
vented a vastly greater loss of life 
and property in the lower reaches of 
the river where the flood waters are 
poured down from twenty-six states, 
furnishing tragic argument 
to 
the 
executive committee of the National 
Drainage congress at its recent meet­ 
ing in Chicago for the national drain­ 
age plan which was proposed. 
“With a great drainage basin em­ 
bracing 42 per cent of the entire area 
of the United States turning its un­ 
controlled flood waters "upon the low­ 
er Mississippi valley states, New Or­ 
leans and vicinity owes its escape from 
devastation entirely to the breaks in 
*the levees further north.” declared 
John A. Kruse, “breaks which caused 
death and destruction running into 
appalling figures, but not equal to the 
greater disaster that was prevented.” 
These fact3 will be used to show 
why the federal and not state gov­ 
ernments must take up the problem 
of controling the rivers in flood sea­ 
sons and draining 
the 
overflower 
areas, the flood waters of anv state 
rarely being the cause of damage in 
that state. 
The “drainage act,” 
which 
was 
given final revision and which will be 
introduced in congress, embodies a 
plan by which about $5,000,000 would 
become available to the secretary of 
the interior at once, this sum being 
the moneys received from the sale 
and disposal of public lands in the 
states of Alabama, Arkansas, Florida. 
Illinois, 
Indiana, 
Iowa, 
Louisiana, 
Michigan, 
Minnesota. 
Mississippi, 
Missouri, Ohio and Wisconsin since 
June 36. 1905.

Another American industry which 
dates back lo Colonial days, violin 
making, has confessed itself beaten, 
the 
tireless 
efforts of Germany to 
capture the trade of the world having 
won. 
Chicago manufacturers 
of 
violins 
admit their defeat by the “fiddle fac­ 
tory,” one of the industrial novelties 
which German inventiveness has cre­ 
ated and to which the cheap violin 
has surrendered any claim to being 
classed as a musical instrument. Not 
only was Chicago the greatest piano 
manufacturing center, but its output 
of violins was large until the effects 
were felt of the fiddle factory, where 
instruments are produced by machi­ 
nery for the American market. 
The methods by which these unex- 
pensive hut inferior violins are made 
were recently explained in a maga­ 
zine article oy O. H. Bryant, a Bos­ 
ton artist cr2 ttsman, who ha3 made 
and repaired violins for some of the 
most famous violinists living. 
The manufacturers of cheap Instru­ 
ments steam or boil a sheet of fir or 
pine until it is soft and then apply 
a metallic die to it. A few minutes’ 
pressure accomplishes what resent 
hies the result of days of labor with 
chisels, plane! and scrapers. 
The effect of the pressing, however, 
is to cause so many minute breaks in 
the wood's structure that tho violin 
so produced lacks brilliancy of tone. 
The machine work literally breaks its 
spirit.

translate the words correctly in every 
instance. 


Sun of Righteousness shall arise with 
healing In His beams” (Maiachi iv, 2). 
Then thc glorious “Orb of Day” shall 
shine forth in full meridian splendor, 
scattering all the mists and clouds of 
Ignorance and prejudice, and illuminat­ 
ing the entire world of mankind with 
the knowledge of the glory of the 
Lord. 
Then the world will have full 
and ample opportunity for salvation, 
and the highway of holiness, the way 
to eternal life, will be so plain that a 
way-faring man though foolish shall 
not err therein (Isaiah xxxv, 8-10). The 
passage should 
read thus—"Because 
the grace of God hath appeared, bring­ 
ing salvation for all men.” for the 
Church of Christ now aud for the 
world in the coming age or dispensa­ 
tion. 


Q.— W hen was the first Jewish Atone 
ment Day, and how long was it from 
the tim e of the exodus from Egypt? 
(J. W. C.) 
Answer.—The children of Israel left 
Egypt on the loth day of the first 
month, Nisan or April 15th (Exodus 
xii, 1-15, 41, 51). 
They traveled three 
full months, arriving at ML Sinai, the 
fourth month of the year, July 15th 
(Exodus xix. I. 2). 
Three days w’cre 
set apart for the sanctification of the 
people, and on the third day. July 
18th, they were fully sanctified (Ex­ 
odus xix. 10-10). 
The first forty-day 
period of Moses’ experiences on Mi. 
Sinai, began the fourth month and the 
eighteenth day. July 18th (Deuterono­ 
my lx, 9-11, 15-17). 
Moses came down 
from the mount at the end of the 
forty daj*s in the fifth month and the 
twenty-eighth day, Aug. 2Sth. 
And 
w’hen he had come down he found 
the people worshipping a golden calf. 
In his wrath he broke the tables of 
the Law. and burned the calf, and 
then asked “Who Is on the Lord’s 
side?” 
The sons of Levi responded 
by taking their stand with Moses, and 
the people were again sanctified by 
the blood of those who w’ere slain at 
that 
time 
under the directions of 
Moses. 
This 
w’as accomplished 
in 
three days, the third day being the 
thirtieth day of the fifth month. Aug. 
30th (Exodus xx xii. 15-30; Deuterono­ 
my ix, 9 17). Moses ascended the moun­ 
tain the second time on the fifth 
month, the thirtieth day. Aug. 30th 
fie remained with the Lord for forty 
days, and came down In the seventh 
month and the tenth day, Oct. loth 
(Deuteronomy x. I, IO; Exodus xxxiv, 
28. 29k 
Here it was, and on this oc­ 
casion, 
that 
Moses, 
with 
his 
face 
ablaze with glory, made atonement 
for the people by taking the blood of 
calves and goats, and sprinkling the 
books of the Law, and then all the 
people 
(Exodus 
xxxiv, 32-35; 
xxiv. 
3-8; Hebrews lx. 19-20). 
This was the 
first Jewish Atonement Day and oc­ 
curred just 176 days after they had 
left Egypt.

Som e of my Catholic friends de­ 
clare that I ain more Catholic than 
Protestant, but I have never acknow ­ 
ledged this. 
I do say, however, that 
if compelled to choose between the 
Protestant thought that 
all

the elect, saintly few will experience 
eternal torment, 
and 
the 
Catholic 
proposition that many 
besides 
the 
saints will be 
saved, 
by 
passing 
through purgatorial 
experiences, 
I 
would sooner believe the latter. And 
w hile I cannot accept 
the 
Catholic 
Purgatory as Biblical, I do find cer­ 
tain 
threads of Bible truth in the 
purgatorial theory. 
I can even fancy 
how those Bible truths gradually be­ 
cam e distorted during the m any cen­ 
turies styled “The Dark Ages." 


During that time, not only 
were 
th e common 
people 
illiterate, 
but 
printing bad not been invented, and 
Bibles were costly. 
That was the 
period during which Councils of bis­ 
hops from tim e to tim e m et and de­ 
cided for the poeple what should and 
what should not be 
believed. 
In 
other words, they 
formulated 
the 
creeds. 
W e do not question the sin­ 
cerity of those spiritual leaders of 
the darker days, hut we do challenge 
their 
conclusions 
and, 
comparing 
them with the Bible now' in the hands 
of the m asses, wfe know, accepting 
the Bible as true, that, we must n eces­ 
sarily condemn many of their con­ 
clusions as faJse, and when we speak 
of the Bible, we include the Catholic 
as well as tho 
Protestant 
transla­ 
tions of it in various languages. 


The Voice of the Church. 
Many, both Catholics and Protest­ 
ants, tell us that we should receive 
the m essage of Councils— the creeds 
which they formulated—as 
of equal 
inspiration with the 
Bible 
because, 
say they, these Councils were com ­ 
posed of bishops of the Church and. 
tinder the law of

accept th!* suggestion, I believe that 
the

would soon bring to Christendom in 
general the one unity and harmony 
which all desire and are strivinf for. 
W hatever the pope may have once 
believed 
respecting the doct me of 
Apostolic succession, and the equal 
inspiration of the bishops of today 
with the two ve Apostles appointed 
by our Lord, he sees that the people 
have not full confidence that the liv­ 
ing bishops are inspired to lite de­ 
gree of infallibility, 
as 
were 
the 
tw elve Apostles. 
And I would say 
that to my understanding this is the 
right thought. 
The Scriptures every­ 
where recognize the tw elve Apostles 
of the Lamb— no more, no less.

resurrection. 
Thus we see that the 
Apostle is in full harmony with what 
the 
Bible everywhere teaches, that 
the dead are not consciously alive to 
exi erience eitner joy or suffering be- 
tw een the time of death and the res- 
uirection. 
But, on the contrary, they 
all “sleep in the dust of the earth," 
awaiting the awakening of the^r souls 
in (he glorious morning of the New 
Ag*. 
. 
St. Peter’s remarks to the faithful 
in his day 
have 
been 
applicable 
throughout the age, and are still ap­ 
plicable to us. 
He says, “Think it 
not strange concerning the fiery trial 
which is to try you, as though some 
strange thing happened unto you." 
(I Peter iv, 12.) 
Here again he Is 
not speaking of a purgatorial expe­ 
rience after death, but of a vurgato- 
rial exjterienee in the present life. 
God could protect His children from 
every foe, from every trouble, from 
every sorrow, from every one of Sa­ 
tan’s darts, out instead of doing so 
He permits these fiery trials to test 
their faith, their loyalty to Him, to 
the Truth, to the brethren.

J 'id not Jesus thus have pu»*gato

“ He was obedient unto death, even 
the death of lie cross."

the Apostles have purgatorial expo

Is it not in re 
s poet

purgatorial experi­ 
ences that the Apostle urges us to 
remember that God is faithed* and 
will not suffer us to be tempted, tried 
more than w e are able to beal, but 
with every temptation, trial, provides 


also a way of escape? 
He also assures us, “My grace is 
sufficient for thee, for My strength is 
made perfect in weakness." 
And Is 
not this the very picture the Scrip­ 
tures give us respecting our present 
trials, namely, that our Lord sits as 
a Refiner and Purifier of silver to take 
from u9 the dross and to purify us as 
New' Creatures in Christ Jesus, and 
to make us ready for the Kingdom? 
It is in full accord with this that the 
Apostle declares of the Church that 
it we judge ourselves—judge our own 
conduct, and properly criticize our­ 
selves for errors— we w iy not need 
to l>e judged or chastened with fiery 
trials by the Lord.

to thus judge ourselves, and become

cities have already begun to keep the 
cards. 
Eventually it 
is 
anticipated 
about C,OOO,OOO pupils will be thus 
tabulated. 
With the new card catalogue sys­ 
tem in full operation throughout the 
country, definite and 
scientific 
an­ 
swer can be made to a large number 
of questions the solution of which 
must now* be guessed. 
How 
many 
times has a given child been detained 
in a grade? 
How many backward, 
over-age. or retarded 
children 
are 
there in a given city's schools? How 
does this 
showing 
compare 
with 
other cities? 
Does foreign birth ef 
feet progress? 
If so, how? 
Does 
kindergarten training help 
a 
child 
through the grades? 
How does ab­ 
sence from school 
effect 
progress? 
These and other like questions can 
be answered readily and accurately 
when the newr card index, in which 
every young American has his place 
can be drawn upon for the informa­ 
tion. 
The form of card contains the fol­ 
lowing entries, among others: 
*Age 
of child, date of admission to scliool- 
grade, days present, health, conduct, 
scholarship, place of birth, vaccinat­ 
ed, name and occupation of parent 
or guardian.
